Another twelve months have passed and time 
once again to let our minds drift to the best 
place to buy dependable seeds for less money. 
With the issue of this yearly catalog it makes 
the twenty-third year we have endeavored to 
please our old customers and by their words of 
satisfaction, we have gained many new custom- 
ers each year. 

Very sorry I was sick last spring and unable 
to be on the job for ten days, therefore missed 
seeing many of my old standbys, undoubtedly 
some have returned year after year for as long 
as I have put out these books. Perhaps no one 
missed me like the girl who met her friend 
and said, “Oh! Mae, I am sorry;—I quite

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forgot your party the other evening!” Mae 
replied: “Oh, wern’t you there?” 


As it has been customary in the past for 
me to tell something of what I do and where 
I go when the seed season is over in July. 
Last summer my wife, I and our little dog, 
Julius, traveled over 5,000 miles. 


We left Marshall on a Thursday morning, 
the last week of July, for Pocatello, Idaho, 
to visit at our daughters and son-in-law’s, 
and, of course, to see our only grandchild. 
After spending a while there, they joined us 
and we left on a Sunday for the west coast. 
We traveled through the largest irrigated 
tract in the world near Twin Falls, Idaho. 
From there we drove to Boise, then on into 
Oregon, seeing nothing but sage brush from 
the time we entered Oregon until we reach- 
ed Lakeview, a distance of 3800 miles. 


From there we drove through large timber 
until we reached the coast. We stopped at a 
logging camp and watched the logs being 
loaded onto flat cars. There were many, many 
large lumber mills along the highway. 

By the time we reached the coast we start- 
ed to see many of the Giant Redwoods. The 
Redwood trees are very tall and straight, 
some of them reach more than 3800 feet into 
the air. The largest ones are fourteen feet 
through and over 500 years old. 


Our first view of the coast was at Crescent 
City, California. We failed to see sunny Cal- 
ifornia which we had heard so much about. 
It was foggy and cold during our time there. 
During the entire drive of about 75 miles 
into California we drove through the Red- 
wood Forest. Visited several aquariums and 
museums. One aquarium was especially in- 
teresting, inasmuch as it represented the bot- 
tom of the ocean. There were several octopus 
and many ugly, horny-looking fish that I 
wouldn’t care to meet only in an aquarium. 
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While walking along the beach we picked star- 
fish off the rocks. 


Following the Oregon coast for several hun- 
dred miles, we twined inland, stopping at Sa- 
lem to spend one night, from there we drove 
to Portland, Oregon, where we went through 
the old battleship Oregon. From Portland we 
drove over the beautiful Columbia highway. 
The Columbia river separates the states of 
Washington and Oregon. One night was spent 
at Pendleton, where the largest round-ups in 
the world are held. The next morning on our 
return trip to Pocatello bv way of Boise, all 
saying we had spent one enjoyable week. 

After spending another week in Pocatello 
we started on our return trip back to Minne- 
sota, by way of Casper, Wyoming, through the 
oil fields, continuing on through the Black 
Hills and Bad Lands of South Dakota, and ar- 
riving in Marshall all fine after a most de- 
lightful trip. 


That gives you all a fair account of my 
summer of 1940. No we are ready to start 
our spring rush of 1941. We are in the same 
place, selling the same high quality seeds at 
the lowest possible prices. 

We’re not like the solicitors selling Hybrid 
seed corn, bothering the farmers the year 
around, like the census taker calling on a 
lady asking, “How many are there in your 
family?”

CROP INVENTORY HELPS 


To find the number of bushels of grain or shelled 
corn in bin or box: Multiply tength by width by depth 
in feet and multiply by 8 and leave off last right- 
pene cee, e. g., 100 cubic feet times .8 equals 80 

ushels. 


To find the number of bushels of ear corn in 
crib: Multiply length by width by average depth in 
feet to determine cubic feet. When sides of crib 
are flared add width at floor and width at top of 
corn and divide by 2 to find average width. To find 
eubic feet in round crib multiply distance around by 
average heigth by 2/25 of the distance around. 


Ear corn will run from 214 to 2% cubic feet per 
bushel, depending upon the size and shape of the 
ears. Hence divide cubic feet by either 2% or 214. 
If 21% is to be used same result can be obtained ed 
multiplying by 4 and leaving off the last figure to 
the right. The above table is figured basis 21%4 
cubic feet per bushel.
